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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 1 1/30/2006. These drawings are approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 2 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chen et al. (5,398,808). Chen discloses a corrugated-cardboard packing member (see 
Figures 3 and 4 embodiments) comprising: a bottom housing portion for housing an 
article; a pair of spacer portions (wall panels 22 and reinforcing panels 23), each spacer 
portion folded from a respective end of said bottom housing portion and arranged in a 
gap between the upper surface of a pair of hojding members and an inner surface of a 
corrugated cardboard box, an opening (first opening 216) formed by cutting a 
predetermined area from the bottom housing portion and folding the predetermined area 
downward forming a folding portion; an article supporting portion adjacent to said 
opening; a second article supporting portion adjacent to said opening configured to 
support a second article; wherein the folding portion is arranged between the pair of 
holding members (second opening 216). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chen in view of Miyake (3,838,632). Chen '808 is silent about the direction of the core 
of the corrugated cardboard. Miyake '632 has merely been introduced (per applicant's 
request) to show that corrugated cardboards can be made with transversely or 
longitudinally directed corrugations, see Figures 36a and 36b. The longitudinally 
corrugated cardboard utilizes the strength in the longitudinal direction. Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made in view of Miyake '632 to make the cores of the corrugated cardboard of the 
corrugated cardboard packing member extend in a direction orthogonal to a direction of 
extension of the pair of spacer portions to better utilize the strength of the cardboard. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 1 is allowed. 

8. Claim 5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/30/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Contrary to applicant's argument Chen '808 clearly discloses the pair of 
spacer portions being folded upward from a respective end of said bottom housing 
portion, which can be arranged in a gap between an upper surface of a pair of holding 
members and the inner surface of a corrugated cardboard box.
